Higher Than 
After Ist War 


OTTAWA , Oct. 7.—(CP)—An 
Edmonton lumber dealer of 43 
years’ experience told the Prices 
Commission today that the present 
upward climb of lumber prices is 
similar to that after the first world 
war—but more prolonged, 

Arthur J, Brown, president of W. 
H. Clark Lumber Co. Ltd,, quoted 
from a price schedule dating from 


1914. The highest price for spruce, 


2x4s after the First World War was 
$63 a thousand. Today's price in 
Edmonton was given as $79. 


PEAK IN MAY 1920 

Peak Jumber prices after the first 
war were reached in May, 1920, 
Mr, Brown said. Today, more than 
three years after the Second War, 
they still are rising, 

Mr, Brown found one line in 
which 1920 prices were higher 
than today's, First-grade maple 
flooring, which sold for $70 a 
thousand in 1914, cost $275 in 1920. 
Today's price ig $250. 

He said that cedar siding has 
become so expensive since the 
end of price contro] that his firm 
rarely handles it now. Spruce 
siding was a satisfactory substitute, 
provided jt was painted on the

Claims Misrepresentation 
Teachers’ Convention 

Editor Bulletin—As chairman 
of the convention and as Presi- 
dent of the Edmonton City 
Teachers’ Convention Associa- 
tion, I wish to reply to the head- 
lines and article in your issue of 
Sept. 30th last. 

If a newspaper wishes to up- 
hold the freedom of the press, it 


takes pains to see that its arti- 
cles are both accurate and un- 
prejudiced, If, on the other hand,

The teachers are agreed that

‘FROM TODAY’S NEWS

The Russians are pursuing a 
crafty strategy in the develop- 
ment of their omslaught against 
the western democracies, 

While the Communists main- 
tain the struggle in the para- 
mount European theatre at 
white heat, thus keeping the at- 
tention of the western world 
centred there, they are inten- 
sifying their assault on Asia. 
And things on the whole are 
going badly for the defence in 
that vast area which houses more 
than half the population of the 
globe. 

The most important and 
fiercely contested country is, of 
course, China, The Chinese 
Communists claim their political 
ism has no relationship to that of 
Moscow, but that is pure fiction 


and one of the most dangerous 
pleces of Red propaganda in cir- 
culation. The Chinese Com- 
munists are working hand-in- 
glove with the Russians, 
Meanwhile Southeast Asia— 
Burma, Malaya, Indonesia, 
French Indo-China—is seething 
with Communist-inspired rebel- 


lions. It's a grim and dangerous 
situation for democracy 

Well, why doesn't somebody 
do something about it? Don't the 


western democracies realize the 
threat? 

They most certainly do, but 
there is a limit to what can be 
done about it at this juncture, 
Europe is the vital theatre of the 
moment. The western powers 
must hold the Communists along 
the front which the Reds now 
occupy through Central Europe. 
Britain's master phrase-maker, 
Winston Churchill, pointed the 
matter up when he remarked: 

“The frontier of Asia (Russia) 
is upon the Elbe.” 

That's where the crucial front 
is today—on Germany's Elbe 
river. 

Asia also is vital, as this column 
has pointed out many times—so 
vital in the long run It may be 
the Armage: don where the de- 
mocracies \ ill make their big 
stand, China may indeed be the 
decisive zon’, But not all the vast 
Asiatic ares can be defended ade- 
quately rig. ' now

Osceola is a hick town, not many miles distant from 
where the hurler with the ice water in his veins was 
born. Back in the 1936 season young Johnny Sain pitched 
in 11 games for the Osceola entry in the tiny class-D

Amazingly enough, in view of his tremendous feats in 
the majors over the past three seasons, adding to 65 
mound triumphs in all, Sain was destined to spent four 
terms prepping in his class-D surroundings.
